Quad-Cityans will observe the 
Memorial Day holiday on two 
different days next week — the 
result of federal and Illinois 
state laws that set conflicting 
dates for the observance 

The Memorial Day ob 
servance will be divided bet 
ween Monday, May 27 (under 
federal law) and Thursday, 
May 30 cunder Illinois law) 

Generally, businesses will 
adhere to the May 27 date with 
Quad-City banks, stores and 
savings and loan firms closing 
on that day 

Post offices in Granite City, 
Madison and Venice as well as 
all federal government offices 
will close on Monday, com 
plying with the federal law 


The conflict results from a 
federal law passed several 
years ago advancing the dates 
‘of some holidays to the Monday 
preceding the regular holiday 
dates to give workers a three- 
day holiday 

A number of states, Hlinois 
among them, have since passed 
laws restoring the holidays to 
their regular dates. Memorial 
Day is among these. A similar 
conflict occurred last 
November when there were two 
observances of Veterans Day 
because of the conflicting laws. 

The First National Bank in 
Madison, which will close May 
27 along with other banks, also 
plans to close Saturday, May 25, 


to give employes a three-day 
holiday. The Madison bank 
customarily maintains hours on 
Saturdays 

All Quad-City schools will be 
closed Thursday, May 30. in 
observance of Memorial Day, 
along with city and state offices. 

City offices in Granite City, 
Madison and Venice will 
serve the May 30 date, as will 
the Ilinois Employment Ser- 
vice, the Unemployment 
Compensation Office and the 
Driver's License Examining 
Office in Granite City. 

The state offices also plan to 
close Friday, May 31, giving 
employes a four-day holiday 
until Monday, June 3

Legislation in Illinois lags 
behind computer security 


Editor’s Note: This is the 
second of five articles on the 
increasing role computers 
play in our everyday Uves. 


SPRINGFIELD — ‘While 
the state of Illinois compares 
favorably with other states in 
security for its information 
systems, it lags far behind in 
the area of legislation.” 
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This statement was made 
by John Gentile, now assist- 
ant U.S. postmaster general, 
while serving as deputy direc- 
tor of the Department of Fi- 
nance under former Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie, he designed 
the plan aimed at consolida- 
tion and more efficient use of 
the state's computers. 

Legislation addressing the 


individual’s right to privacy 
proliferate at the national lev- 
el for criminal justice files 
and administrative files, and 
has already been enacted in 
some states. 

Illinois has a right to priva- 
cy in its new constitution, but 
according to Bernard Weis- 
berg, general counsel for the 
American Civil Liberties

Union in Chicago, it is general 
and rather vague. 

Weisberg, who was recently 
named to head the governor’s 
Commission on the Right to 
Privacy, said the constitu- 
tional convention left it so in- 
tentionally. 

“We didn’t want to define it 
in any special way at that 
time,” he said. According to 
Gentile, ‘enabling legislation 
for Illinois is long overdue.’’ 

Besides the constitutional 
provision that “the people 
shall have the right to be se-

Contracts for construction of 
a Chouteau Township highway 
department garage were signed 
by the township's board of 
auditors during a special 
meeting Thursday night and 
construction of the building is to 
begin in the next few weeks. 

The board met with Ed Moore 
of Ed Moore Construction Co., 
Highway 111, low bidder on 
construction of a steel building. 

After discussing the 
specifications for the Republic 
Steel building he plans to erect, 
the board approved the bid as 
submitted and signed the 
contract.

Separate treatment plans 
may end MERTA project 


A proposal by Mayor Paul 
Sauget of Sauget and East St 
Louis Mayor James E. 
Williams to build their own 
secondary sewage treatment 
plants may end efforts by the 
Metro-East Regional Treat- 
ment Association (MERTA) to 
build a single treatment facility 
to serve all communities within 
the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District, it was 
reported today. 

Both Sauget and Williams, in 
separate announcements, said 
they have planned secondary 
sewage treatment facilities in 
their respective communities 
because of the failure by 
MERTA to resolve differences 
over the organization of a 
governing board that would 
administer the regional project. 

‘The cooperative plan has been 
under study for 18 months, 
during which communities 
served by the levee district 
have balked at having the levee 
district represent them on the 
governing board, The com- 
munities have sought up to 50 
per cent control of the board. 

The statement by Williams 
did not rule out East St. Lauis 
participation with Sauget in a 
joint operation and noted that it 
is possible that other com- 


munities could use the facility 
on a fee basis. 

Madison Mayor Mike Sasyk 
who has spearheaded the fight 
for community participation in 
control of the proposed regional 
project, said he feared a Sauget- 
owned operation “would be too 
expensive for us.’” Madison and 
Venice now are served by the 
Lansdowne Sewage treatment 
plant operated by the levee 
district. 

Sasyk said there still are 
several options open to com- 
munities other than the regional 
plant. He said upgrading of the 
levee district’s system is one of 
these and “would be a lot 
cheaper to our people.”

legislative possibilities. 

“We will be working very 
hard, very rapidly,” Epstein 
commented. “We feel under 
pressure. In almost every 
state and in the federal gov- 
ernment, people are talking 
about introducing legisla- 
tion.” 

Epstein, whose depart- 
ment’s Management Infor- 
mation Division operates the 
major state data center, said 
his concern is that the legisla- 
tion won't look at the other 
side of the information col- 
lected at the state level. 

“There has to be a balance 
struck between the individu- 
al’s right to privacy and the 
government’s need for infor- 
mation to do its business — 
serve the people,” he empha- 
sized. 


He said he is anxious to par- 
ticipate in the formulation of 
legislation because ‘‘the legis- 
lature may not look into the 
technical problems of its leg- 
islation.”” 

“They might cripple gov- 
ernmental activities,'’ he 
warned. “We in the Depart- 
ment of Finance are fearful 
that there will be legislation 
requiring the agency to do 
something that technology 
doesn’t allow us to do.” 

Statutes in other states, like 
Massachusetts, and much of 
the proposed federal legisla- 
tion leans more heavily to 
wards protection of civil lib- 
erties. As Gentile put it, it’s a 
question of values rather than 
@ technical matter. 

On the federal level, more 
than 30 bills have been intro- 
duced concerning individual 
privacy. The two most likely 
to see action this session con- 
cern criminal justice data, 
now entered into an FBI-con- 
trolled communications net- 
work. 

According to Gentile’s de- 
scription, ‘‘one bill relies 
heavily on a regulatory board 
external to the FBI and the 
criminal justice system 
board 

“The second has the re 
quirement that the manager 
of a data center be a law en- 
forcement officer subject to 
dismissal by a law enforce 
ment agency.” 

Ilinois’ criminal justice in- 
formation is regulated by in- 
terstate policy boards and 
state statutes. Through the 
computer network, a state 
law enforcement agency can 
determine within seconds if a 
vehicle or article is lost or 
stolen, if an individual is 
wanted or if he has a criminal 
record. 

Determining how far legis- 
lation should or can go in pro- 
tecting individual rights to 
privacy and still allow data to 
be collected on individuals by 
various agencies is sure to 
split any state group drawing 
up proposals. 

““T personally feel that legis- 
lation ought to address a per- 
son's rights — and these in- 
clude the right to inquire into 
the system, to correct data in 
the system, to know there is a 
system, to purge out old data, 
or to refuse to give informa- 
tion without being refused 
other privileges,’ Gentile 
commented. 


He suggested that “the in- 
telligent way to go is on an in- 
cremental basis. 

“Present a few bills that are 
difficult to break down, then 
introduce more controversial 
ones — all the while continu- 
ing to hold public hearings.” 

Legislating a right to priva- 
cy is by no means the only 
way to make what one nation- 
al study called the ‘‘unfair 
contest” between the individ- 
ual and the bureaucracy more 
equitable. 

Various suggestions include 
setting up an Information 
Protection Agency to serve as 
a watchdog, or for a state omm- 
budsman to receive citizen 
complaints. 

The [inois MID recently 
completed Project SAFE, 
which outlines administrative 
procedures and defines what 
technical changes for com- 
puter software is needed to 
maintain a secure system. It 
also developed an education 
program that will be avail- 
able with its other recommen- 
dations. 

At the very least, one report 
stated, people need a way to 
talk back to bureaucrats, be- 
cause the information they 
have can influence how they 
make policy decisions, deter- 
mine credit ratings, job ac- 
ceptability or security clear- 
ance.

Venice city 
costs listed 


The city of “Venice spent a 
total of $509,001 out.of its 
general fund during its, 1973-74 
fiscal year which ended April 
30, and a total of $904,773 out of 
all accounts, including fund 
transfers, City Council mem- 
bers Were informed last week in 
the council's first meeting of the 
new fiscal year. The city began 
its 1974-75 fiscal year May 1. 

A report by City Treasurer 
Henry Bautum showed the 
general fund received a total of 
$542,501 during the year, in- 
cluding $264,724 in tax funds, 
$43,679 in Illinois state income 
taxes, $28,927 in state sales 
taxes and $19,634 _—_in 
miscellaneous revenue. The 
general fund total also included 
a transfer of $174,400 from other 
accounts. 

Expenditures during the year 
included $185,002 for police 
protection, $56,626 for fire 
protection and $76,314 for the 
street department. Garbage 
collection cost the city $66,745 
and street lighting costs totaled 
$9,808 

In the city’s special accounts, 
expenditures totaled $44,326 for 
the publie library and $230,000 
from the working cash fund 
Payments into the Illinois 
Municipal Retirement Fund 
amounted to $84,753. 

Payments totaling $348,826 
cut of the McKinley Bridge 
Revenue Account left a year- 
end balance of $384,918 
Expenditure of federal revenue 
sharing funds totaled $273,238, 
leaving the city a balance of 
$103,673 in that account. The 
city received a total of $220,669 
in flood damage aid from the 
federal government for sewer 
repair work, and spent $212,123 
of that amount before the end of 
the fiscal year 

Chief of Police Ralph D. 
Brawley reported that his 
department filed a total of 303 
charges during the 1973-74 year, 
handled a total of 113 juvenile 
cases and made.a total of 352 
arrests which included 239 
adults and 113 juveniles 

The report said the city 
received $1,362 in fines collected 
in disposition of cases handled 
by the police departme 

Carl Byrnes, city comp- 
troller, reported that the city 
received revenue totaling 
$10,185 in the sale of licenses 
during the year 

These included the sale of 946 
city passenger auto tags and 46 
other vehicle licenses for total 
fees of $3,068 and sale of 11 
tavern licenses for fees of

“Most Press-Record staf- 
fers are deeply rooted in the 
Quad-Cities; they share with 
the editor a concern for the well- 
being of the people here and of 
the community itself that 
transcends all else. One ex- 
pression. of this is the active 
participation by many ina wide 
range of community endeavors. 

“As the only newspaper 
here, there is an added burden 
of responsibility to be accurate, 
thorough and fair.

“Is quickly “indignant at in- 
justice; is unswayed by the 
appeal of privileges or the 
clamor of the mob; seeks to 
give every man a chance and, 
as far as law and honest wage 
and recognition of human 
brotherhood can make it so, an 
equal chance.”

White Oak 


‘The white oak was selected as the official 
Diinois state tree by school children in 1972. 
Truly a representative species, it can be 
found throughout the state and is considered 
‘one of the most useful hardwoods in the coun- 
try. Often reaching 100 feet in height, its wide 
spreading branches make it an excellent 
shade tree. Commercially it is valuable for 
lumber, veneer, barrels, furniture, flooring 
and construction. This species grows best on 
deep, well-drained loamy soils, It is recog- 
nized by its grayish bark and its seven to nine 
round-lobed, smooth leaves, which are usual- 
ly whitish on the lower surface. Its oblong, 
greenish-brown, shiny acorns are also dis- 
tinctive. The leaves turn 9 deep red in the au- 
tumn and persist on the tree during early win- 
ter.

Two. professors. and two 
presidential. scholars from the 
School of Science. and 
Technology at:Sou Illinois 
University: at Edwardsville 
joined last week ta warn that 
how wisely the earth's natural 
resources, are used will 
determine howciong the-present 
civilization -will last. 

Ronald -Bruno, assistant 
ptofessor of physics, Richard 
Keating, associate professor of 
biological sciences, and Phillip 
Kessler of Bethalto and Claudia 
Kay Barnes of East St. Louis, 
both presidential scholars, were 
the°principal:speakers at the 
ninth session: of the University 
Seminar at Edwardsville. 

All four agreed that con- 
servation is essential to sur- 
vival on this planet. 

“If we wish our civilization to 
be a long-lasting one, we must 
change some of our ways,” 
Bruno said. But he pointed out 
that change does not 
necessarily mean a lower 
standard of living 

Keating said, “For 
Americans, the future looks 
fairly secure for a few 
generations; but the future 
looks very grim for about two- 
thirds of mankind.”” 

Kessler, a senior majoring 
in physics and mathematics 
at SIUE, said the nation’s 
resources of oil and gas will 
be mostly used in 60 years 
and coal reserves will be 
exhausted in 300 to 400 years 

He suggested an ac- 
celeration of technology in the 
use of four alternative energy 
sources: fusion power, fission 
power, geothermal power and 
solar power. 

Kessler said the cost of all 
forms of energy will increase as 
fossil fuels (coal, gas, oil) are 
depleted 

He urged a campaign by the 
public and the government to 
prevent the exhaustion of fossil 
fuels 

Miss Barnes, a graduate 
teaching assistant in the biology 
departm at SIUE, called 
attention to two areas in 
Southern Illinois which she feels 
should be preserved as 
“wilderness'’ areas by 
legislative action

National. Forest, are La Rue primitive man .and “modern 


Pine Hills, tear’the Mississippi 
River west of Anna, and Lusk

Keating proposes preser- 
vation 'of natural _ resources 
through greater emphasis on 1) 
the education of natural values, 
2) dand use planning, 3) 
placement of airports and 

superhighways outside 

national parks and other 

“sensitive’’ areas, 4) 
development of economic 
models which recognize 
“real’’ values, and 5) creation 
of genetic resource areas 
throughout the world. 

He said many valuable 
organisms are being lost 
through ‘‘genetic erosion.” 
High-yielding plants, he said, 
must have some occasional in- 
breeding by wild plants to 
make the hybrids disease 
resistant. 

Asked about long-range 
benefits of the ‘‘green 
revolution” in Asian and South 
American countries, Keating 
said the “revolution has back- 
fired’’ because the development 
of high-yield crops has not been 
accompanied by population 
control measures. 

He said more food is being 
produced, but there are more 
people ‘to eat it, and 
malnutrition continues 

Keating warned that one 
million acres per year are being 
destroyed in the United States 
by urbanization, and he said 
environmentalists must wage a 
continuing battle for land use 
planning and conservation 

Bruno stressed the im- 
portance of the environment to 
survival. He said people have 
the mistaken idea that 
technology is supporting the 
civilization. 

“The source of all our wealth 
is really good old Mother 
Nature,” Bruno said 

rechnology has only served to 
exploit and distribute the 
wealth that is nature.”

State term paper probe 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott has started an 
investigation into the sale of 
term papers and other 
academic papers to Illinois 
students. 

He said there are companies 
in Mlinois selling academic 
papers to students, and his 
investigation is designed to 
reveal the size of this operation 

The Consumer Fraud and 
Protection Division is mailing 
letters to Illinois colleges and 
universities to discover if they 
are having major problems 
because of students turning in 
term or other academic papers 
which the students have pur- 
chased. 

Under an Oct. 1, 1972 Illinois 
statute, such sale to students in 
institutions of higher education 
is against public policy. 

On the written request of the 
chief executive of any such 
institution, the attorney general 
or the local state's attorney can 


institute civil proceedings ‘‘to 
enjoin the sale, preparation for 
sale, advertising for sale, or 
offering for sale of any 
academic papers.” 

Scott's investigation is to 
determine whether action is 
needed and, if so, what action 
should be taken by his office

Shore lunch should be 


a ‘gourmet’ experience

Anglers generally fish hard. 

This is especially true when 
they are on their annual vaca- 
tion and time is limited. Fish- 
ermen often try to cram @ 
year of fishing into a few 
days. 

When they take to the wa- 
ter, they’re gone for the day. 
For this reason they place a 
lot of value in their shore 
lunch. After the vacation is 
over, the angler will reflect on 
his experiences while having 
shore lunch. 

After a period of time on the 
water, almost any food tastes 
good. With a little time and 
extra effort, it can taste great. 

The easiest and fastestway 
of having shore lunch is not 
always the best way. It is a 
good idea to plan on spending 
at least an hour for lunch. 

This may seem like a long 
time but actually isn't. Many 
waterways offer specific 
areas that are adequate for 
overnight camping. 

These spots are ideal for 
preparing shore lunch, and 
there are areas on most lakes 
and rivers that anglers can 
use. Some fishermen plan to 
have a sack lunch consisting 
of a sandwich, a piece of fruit 
and a couple of cookies. 

A lunch can taste like a 
steak dinner after being out 
on the water for a few hours. 
Even so, such a lunch leaves 
little in the way of being 
memorable. Chances are, af- 
ter a period of time, the an- 
gier forgot what he ate for 
lunch, that day, or perhaps, 
even that he had lunch at all. 

Food prepared in the open 
air just seems to taste better. 
A little time and effort spent 
in preparing a warm meal can 
result in an experience that is 
a pleasant memory to cher- 


ish. 
Some sportsmen carry @ 
smal] fuel-burning stove while 
others prefer to take advan- 
tage of woodburning fire- 
places whenever they're 
available. Fireplaces require 
more work than a small camp 
stove. However, they add 
much to the atmosphere and 
often to the flavor of the food 
as well. 

The basic set of cookware 
for making a shore lunch con- 
sists of a couple of medium 
fry pans, a small deep-water 
pan, aluminum dishes and 
some silverware and cups. 

Salt and pepper shakers are 
needed as are covered jars for 
various other cooking needs 
such as shortening. Plastic 
egg cartons are also handy for 
keeping eggs safe. Other plas- 
tic containers with lids can be 
purchased ‘in various sizes 
and shapes that often work 
out well used for shore 
lunches. 

Once all the food is packed 
in a canvas rucksack, box or 
basket, the foad can be stowed 
in the boat with little difficulty 
and minimum space. Count- 
less types of meals can be 
prepared for lunch with the 
numerous freeze-dried foods 
available. 

Many packaged foods re- 
quiring little more than water 
and seasoning are available. 
The basic meal usually con- 
sists of meat, potatoes, green 
vegetables, fruit and bever- 


age. 

It's nice to have freshly 
caught fish for lunch. If un- 
successful, anglers can sub- 
stitute canned Spam, hash, 
wieners or bacon. Potato 
buds, diced potatoes or pota- 
toes boiled with skins on are 
easy to use. Sliced boiled po- 
tatoes fried in a pan of short- 
ening and chopped onion are 
especially good. 


Minute rice can also be used 
as a substitute for potatoes. 
One favorite dish on a shore 
lunch: is ‘“‘slumgullion.”” It’s 
made by scrambling a few 
eggs in a bowl. Then add some 
chopped Spam, diced potatoes 
and chopped onion. This mix- 
ture is stirred thoroughly and 
poured into a fry pan. 

It’s nothing more than a 
glorified dish of scrambled 
eggs, but it’s called slumgul- 
lion because you add anything 
that is available. 

Much enjoyment can be had 
experimenting with this dish. 
It's fast and easy to prepare 
and serves as an entire meal. 
Fishing guides around the 
country often prepare slum- 
gullion for their fishermen be- 
cause of this. 

Another dish that is so sim- 
ple to prepare that it’s over- 
looked is pork and beans with 
fried hot dogs. It is a fine dish 
that most anyone will enjoy. 

All you have to do is pour a 
can of pork and beans in a 
pan to heat. Add dark mo- 
lasses, a few spoonsful of 
brown sugar, catsup, mustard 
and a few squirts of Worces- 
tershire sauce. Slice some hot 
dogs and fry them crisp. Then 
toast some bread on sticks, 
smear them with butter and 
you'll think it’s g banquet. 

Good food is cettainly worth 
the effort in the long tun. Most 
anglers enjoy it and it doesn’t 
have to be exotic. Basic food 
prepared on the spot has that 
certain individual touch that 
makes it different. 

A good shore lunch leaves 
memories that linger in the 
minds of anglers long after it 
has been forgotten whether 
fish were taken or not. 

‘The way to a man’s heart is 
still through his stomach and 
where fishermen are con- 
cerned, nothing could be clos- 
er to the truth.

Bald Eagle 


The nation’s symbol, the bald eagle, num- 
bers nearly 1,000 in Dlinois during winter 
months. These birds, which summer in north- 
ern tier states and in Canada, are found in 
Diinois, mostly along the Mississippi and Illi- 
nois rivers as well as near wildlife refuges. 
Early migrators arrive in September and @ 
few birds can still be found in the state during 
mid-March. They roost in trees below locks 
and dams and feed primarily on fish. The bald 
eagle is a fast flyer, has been clocked at 80 
m.p.h.; often climbs to extreme heights to 
soar for hours and miles. Having 9 wing- 
spread of six to 7% feet, eagles average about 


13 pounds in weight.

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Dramatic progress in care of emotional ills 
aided by tranquilizers and outpatient clinics

When Illinois’ first mental 
health facility opened its doors 
in 1851, it had one patient 
However, by the 1930s, 
Jacksonville State Hospital's 
patient population had reached 
over 3,000. Today, it stands at 
375, 

This trend resident 
population isn’t unique in 
Illinois. It isn’t unique 
throughout the country, either. 

When such facilities came 
nto being around the 1850s, the 
residents came trickling into 
state hospitals and zone centers 
until the. 1940s, when their 
numbers reached ap- 
proximately 35,000. 

During World War II, the 
population declined slightly 
according to a statistical chart 
prepared b; the Illinois 
Department of Mental Health 

The peak of resident 
population was reached about 
1953 when the number totaled 
47,000. Then came the decline 

At this time, the number

began to decrease,’ explains 
Robert E. Lanier, assistant to 
the director of the DMH. He 
attributes the decline to two 
factors. 

“We began funding state 
operated and state aided clinics 
— the first outpatient clinic was 
opened in 1949 — and we began 
to use psychotrophic drugs 
(tranquilizers) in the treatment 
of patients,” he relates. 


Although the number of 


hospitalized residents began to” 


drop, the total number of 
patients receiving care did not 

For example, in 1973 the 
number of, resident patients 
totalled 16,000 while the number 
of patients receiving care in 
state aided or state operated 
clinics reached 115,000 

“Many more people are 
receiving treatment but the 
number of those being 
hospitalized has declined,” 
Lanier stresses. 

The drop in population doesn’t 
mean a drop in admissions, 
either. It does mean a shortened 
length of stay

The drop in_ resident 
population has not only been 
felt in Mlinois. 

For example, the patient 
population in governmentally 
operated mental hospitals 
throughout the U.S. reached a 
high of 550,000 in 1954. Today, 
that number has béen cut by 
more than half and stands at 
about 240,000.

Political shakeup

The sudden and surprising 
iliness of Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, 71, has 
prompted quick revaluation of 
political plans at the 

Statehouse. 

It has long been taken for 
granted at Springfield, based on 
information from Chicago 
Democratic legislators and 
other knowledgeable party 
_leaders, that Daley would run 
again in 1975, for a sixth con- 
secutive term. 

Now, all bets are off. The new 
word from Chicago is that the 
mayor's illness—a__ small 
stroke— may well force him out 
of the picture next year. 

It is also generally conceded 
that, with Daley not a can- 
didate, the last of the nation’s 
big city political machines 
could quickly follow the others 
into history. 

Statewide, aspiring 
Democrats are preparing to 
adapt themselves to a new era 
of [linois politics—without 
Daley. 

Gov. Daniel Walker, already 
at virtual political war with the 
mayor, is certain to intensify 
efforts already under way to 
build a statewide organization 
of his own. 

Walker is expected to plunge 
into the Chicago fight to choose 
a mayoralty successor to Daley, 
and to back his own man 
against any presumed regular 
organization heir to the Daley 
dynasty. 

This will not, as some 
Springfield speculation has it. 
touch off an early confrontation 
between Walker and Lt. Gov 
Neil Hartigan, long considered 
a protege of Daley and a 
potential successor as mayor. 

There are now indications 
that Hartigan, only 35, has 
made a basic decision regar- 
ding his future political career 

It is believed by some he has 
decided against any further 
involvement in strictly Chicagy 
politics, and to hencefortn 
concentrate on building a 
statewide following with the 
goal of seeking a higher state 
office in 1976. 

Nor will he, as many have 
believed, challenge Walker in 
the 1976 Democratic primary 

More likely, Hartigan will 
attempt to advance another 
rung on the political ladder by 
seeking the party's nomination 
for attorney general 

This wouid not only spare‘him 
a bloody and perhaps politically 
catastrophic battle — with 
Walker, but also avoid the bij 
gamble of taking on populz 
Atty. Gen William J. Scott, who 


is. virtually conceded the 
Republican gubernatorial 
nomination at this stage. 

Scott would rate as a strong 
favorite to defeat the survivor 
of a bitter Walker-Hartigan 
confrontation, severely han- 
dicapped by Democratic 
division, 

“Anothér factor undoubtedly 
influencing Hartigan to bypass 
a 1976 governor try is that the 
man elected will serve only two 
years, in preparation for the off- 
year election of Illinois 
‘beyernors starting in 1978. 

By. running for attorney 


* general;~ Hartigan would be 


assured of- facing a far less 
formidable GOP foe than Scott 
and, if elected, would have at 
least two years to build himself 
up for an eventual bid for 
governor or United States 
senator. 

Hartigan could make a strong 
bid for attorney general on the 
basis of 15 years as a legal 
advisor to the Chicago Park 


Board as well as service as an 
administrative assistant and 
legal advisor to the mayor. 

Would a Hartigan shift to 
attorney general leave Walker a 
free ride for renomination as 
governor? Not necessarily. 

, Beneath the Statehouse 
Dome, anti-Walker Democrats 
are talking more and more 
about persuading a reluctant 
Michael J. Howlett to take on 
Walker in the Democratic 
primary rather than following 
his current inclination for what 
looks like a fairly easy run for 
re-election as secretary of state. 

Howlett, now 59, might not! 
pass up a shot for the state’s top 
office. If Walker should con- 
tinue to falter and the ,1976 
prospects in Illinois look good 
for the Democrats, Howlett 
might decide to ‘‘go.” 

Some Capitol Democrats say 
privately that only Mike 
Howlett would stand a good 
chance of beating Bill Scott for 
governor. 


Area police honored at 
Elks recognition dinner 


“The physical risk of being a 
police officer is high and it's 
getting higher . . . For the of- 
ficer today, death lurks at every 
moment of the day,"’ Joseph E. 
Ziel, special agent in charge of 
the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s Springfield 
office, told a crowd of about 200 
persons at the Elks’ annual 
Police Recognition Banquet last 
week at the Elks’ Lodge here. 

Ziel said 124 law enforcement 
officers were killed in the 
United States in 1973 by 
firearms, 90 meeting death by 
handguns, 21 by rifles and 13 by 
shotguns. Thirty were killed 
answering disturbance calls 
and 21 were shot by their own 
weapons, he said, and added 
that 94° of those killed by 
firearms were within 10 feet of 
their assailants when shot. 

Chief of Police Ronald Veizer 
of Granite City later added that 
28 local, county and state law 
enforcement officers were 
killed during the first three 
months of 1974. 

Ziel said the public expects 
their police to be “supermen” 
and to always respond quickly 
and properly when needed. 
“Sometimes a decision must be 
made in seconds in the field 
which will take the courts years 
to evaluate,” he said. 

“We forget that he, too, is a 
human being and forget that we 
have not given the chiefs the 
kind of money or manpower we 
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think we deserve. We owe the 
police a debt of gratitude,” the 
FBI official commented. 

Awards were given all Quad- 

City police departments during 
the banquet. Granite City was 
presented a plaque citing the 
department for reorganization, 
crime reduction, the service 
bureau and “community om- 
nipresence,"’ the last described 
as “everytime you turn around 
in Granite City, you see a police 
car.” 
The Madison police were 
honored for improved sur- 
veillance and community 
relations, Venice honors were 
for training and equipment 
modernization. The Pontoon 
Beach police department was 
honored for training and for 
radio equipment im 
provements. 

Madison County Sheriff John 
Maeras accepted a plaque on 
behalf of his «department for 
improved radio com 
munications.

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Study made more flexible 


A new and more flexible 
program in general studies has 
been developed at Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville, according to I. Brooks 
Holder, assistant dean of the 
General Studies Division. 

‘The revised program requires 
60 quarter hours rather than 84 
These hours are divided into 
skills requirements (16 hours) 
and general education 
requirements (44 hours) 

Skills requirements are in- 
tended to develop college-level 
proficiency in designated skills. 
The three areas are written 
communication or English 
(eight quarter hours);- oral 
communication or speech (four 
quarter hours); and reasoning- 
problem solving or critical 
thinking (four quarter hours) 

Skills requirements may be 
met by courses designated ‘by 
the General Studies Committee 
for each skill, Holder said. More 
than one academic department 
can offer courses to develop 
these skills, making the 
program interdisciplinary 

General education 
requirements are intended to 
acquaint students with a broad 
range of ideas and disciplines. 

Four areas are included 
natural science and 
mathematics (16 hours); social 
science (16 hours); humanities 
and fine arts (16 hours); in- 
terdisciplinary studies (four 
hours) 


“Unlike the past program, the 
student is not required to take a 
specified number of hours at 
each academic level,” Holder 
said. This reduces program 
complexity and -broadens the 
student’s rarige of options. It 
also:helps students transferring 
from’ junior colleges. 

“A student entering SIUE 
with an associate of arts degree 
will have satisfied the general 
education requirements,” 
Holder said. 

Proficiency examinations are 
available for every course 
taught in the General Studies 
Program. 

Another feature of the new 
general education program is a 
waiver pf up to eight hours in 
the general education area 
which corresponds to a 
student’s major. 

Through the revised 
program, SIUE students can 
take general studies courses 
throughout all four years, in- 
stead of having to take them all 
in the first or second year of 
college 

The general studies program 
also offers independent courses 
not prescribed at certain levels 
of instruction. 

“The new program 
eliminates most specific course 
requirements, adds flexibility 
in scheduling courses, and 
offers interdisciplinary courses 
among various . academic 
departments within the

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Public wants state to pay — 


half of schools’ financing 


The general public in Illinois 
favors boosting state funding of 
school costs to at least 50 per 
cent, but is reluctant to support 
an accompanying increase in 
taxes. 

Opinions of the public on 
educational funding are among 
the responses of five citizens 
groups to a comprehensive 
survey of attitudes toward 
education. The study by the 
University of Illinois Survey 
esearch Laboratory was 
commissioned by State Supt. 
Michael J. Bakalis to provide a 
basis for evaluating the present 
educational system. 

Groups included were the 
public, opinion leaders (persons 
active in school affairs), high 
school students, teachers, 
school administrators and 
board members. 

In attitudes toward school 
districts and assessment of 
school systems, questions about 
financing were virtually the 
only ones which drew negative 
responses. Those questions 
were asked only of the public 
and opinion leader groups. 

Although 60 per cent of both 
groups advocated 
the level of state financial 
support from the current 40 per 
cent average to a minimum of 
50 per cent, the general public 
opposed—by percentages of 60 
and 56 per cent, respectively— 
raising either the state sales tax 
or income tax. 


increasing . 


Opinion leaders also rejected 
a sales tax hike by a 59 per cent 
majority, but indicated a 
willingness (62.5 per cent) to 
finance increased schoo} aid 
through a higher state income 
tax. 

When those who opposed tax 
increases were asked how the 
necessary funds should be 
raised, they suggested~using 
existing funds better, holding a 
lottery, diverting funds from 
other state programs, charging 
families with children in school, 
or boosting property or cor- 
porate taxes. None of the 
alternate methods was men- 
tioned in any significant degree, 
however. * 

On another school finance 
issue, just over half of the 
general public (51 per cent) 
disagreed that tax funds should 
be used to help support non- 
public schools. 

More than 90 per cent of the 
public, opinion leader and 
student groups considered the 
issue of equal educational op- 
vportunity to be very or 
somewhat important 

Other attitudes toward 
districts which were surveyed 
concerned school board elec- 
tions, the school district budget 
and consolidation of ' smaller 
districts. 

From one-half to ‘three- 
quarters of all groups queried 
about elections preferred at- 
large election of board mem- 


bers over selection of members 
by neighborhood or precinct. 

‘Of the groups asked whether 
the school district budget, is 
managed well, affirmative 
responses ranged from "the 59 
per cent by the public to 94 per 
cent by the school board- 
administrator group. 

Although most persons 
surveyed felt consolidation of 
smaller districts into a larger 
one would expand course of- 
ferings and improve. fiscal 
efficiency, a majority of those 
responding didn’t think it would 
result in an overall better 
education. 

In assessing the school 
system, schools were rated as 
doing an excellent to good job 
by 67 per cent of, both the 
general public and students. 

Higher ratings, ranging from 
84 per cent by opinion leaders to 
97 per cent by school board 
members-administrators, were 
given by those more closely 
aligned ‘with the daily 
operations of schools. 

Of the three groups of persons 
involved in running a school 
district—teachers, board 
members and administrators— 
teachers received the highest 
marks for the job expected of 
them. 

Seventy per cent of the 
general public and 71 per cent of 
the students rated the work of 
teachers as excellent to good, 
while even higher precentages

Street program delayed 


The strike of construction 
workers in the St. Louis area 
has blocked a street resurfacing 
program in Madison and will 
force the city officials to pay a 
higher cost for asphalt mix to 
blacktop the streets, Mayor 
Mike Sasyk disclosed last week 

The mayor said he is con- 
ferring with city aldermen to 
obtain their approval of a 
switch from a low bid by a St 
Louis firm to furnish the city 
with blacktopping materials to 
the second low bid because the 
city is losing too much time in 
its street improvement work 

The second low bid was 
submitted early this year by the 
Maclair Asphalt Co. of 
Collinsville, while the low bid 
was received from Asphalt and 
Concrete Co. of St. Louis. 
Maclair at the time of the 
bidding offered to supply 
asphalt to be spread by city 
workers at $11 per ton, while the 
St. Louis firm bid $8.15. 

“The strike in St. Louis which 
blocked our chances of getting 
delivery from the St. Louis 
bidder occurred just at the time 
the weather permitted us to 
start repaving the streets on our

House conversations 


Appleton, Wis., __ Post- 
Crescent— President Richard 
Nixon should not resign his 
office. : 

The Post-Crescent supported 
his candidacy in 1972. But that is 
not the reason for our sup- 
porting his continued resistance 
to the rising tide of demands for 
his resignation. 

Followers of this newpaper’s 
editorials know that we have 
been extremely critical of the 
President, in the last year 
especially, but often before that 
on specific issues. The most 
recent exposures have appalled 
but perhaps not surprised us 

Quite frankly, his failings 
have been developing clearly in 
the last year and the tape 
transcripts and the very fact 
that he released them, 
misjudging the national 
reaction, demonstrates his 
insensitivity to ethical and 
moral matters. 

Richard Nixon was elected by 
a considerable, even an over. 
whelming, majority of the 
electoral votes in 1972. No 
matter that the public was 
being had, as we now discover. 

History will evaluate the real 
pros and cons of his ad- 
ministration. Our hunch is that 
it will be pretty good as far as 
foreign affairs are concerned. 
and pretty awful for Richard 
Nixon, the man. 

His major motivation has 
been personal prestige for 
history and out of that have 
come some fine things — the 
opening to China, some detente 
with Russia, our troops and 
prisoners of war home from 
IndoChina, the frenetic work of 
his secretary of state in trying 
toend the impasse in the Middle 
East. 

These are some of the ac- 
complishments. That he did 
them for the wrong reason 
doesn’t negate their effect for 
history — and value for 
Americans and the rest of the 
world. . 

That his personal failings 
almost ruined them sometimes 

and perhaps did once in a 
while — is something of a 
balance. 

But the main reason why The 
Post-Crescent does not call for 
the resignation of Richard 
Nixon is because it would be a 
cop-out, not just for the

The impeachment process 
has been used only once in our 
history for a President, but it 
has been employed more for the 
office of judge 

There is dispute over grounds 
for presidential impeachment 
and these should be determined. 
We do not believe that_an im- 
peachment trial of Richard 
Nixon would so disrupt the 
business of government that 
chaos would result 

It seems to us that the very 
opposite would be true. Nixon's 
resignation would mean that the 
charges, rumors and_in- 
sinuations against him would be 
just that. 

Some would consider him 
base and vile, others would 
blame it all on the news media 
He would be a martyr and hero 
to some Americans, a villain to 
others, a scapegoat to still 
more. 

The nation needs to see the 
evidence brought out. a 
systematic method established 
to determine grounds for im- 
peachment, and then a decision 
from members of Congress who 
must stand up and be counted 
on the issue. 

‘This is a nation governed by 
men under laws. Running for 
cover will not solve anything 

If, according to congressional 
interpretation of the Con- 
stitution, Richard Nixon should 
be impeached and be found 
guilty and removed from office. 
so be it. 

His personal failings. 
monumental as they appear, 
are not an issue except so far,as 


“they violate his oath of office, 


the law of the land and the 
Constitution. For the rest, he 
has his reward. 

Would anyone in the country 
want to trade places with him?

The Energy Crisis and 
the Environmental Movement 


By Prof. Dorot!

President Nixon’s call 
for energy self-sufficiency 
in the United States 
by 1980 puts @ severe 
demand on energy pro- 
ducers and users. I think 
it is a desirable goal. 
The U.S. cannot afford 
to be dependent on foreign 
sources for its energy. 
This policy has led to 
consideration of some 
unconventional sources 
of energy such as heat 
naturally occurring in 
rocks of volcanic regions, 
wind, tides and syn power. 
The federal government 
and some private sources 
are supplying research 
money in these fields. 
It will take years to de- 
velop devices and systems 
for utilization of these 
sources, but they, will 
be extremely important 
contributors to the energy 
picture of the future. 

Meanwhile we are still 
dependent on fossil fuels. 
There are known and 
probable reserves of 
coal, petroleum and 
natural gas sufficient 
to supply our needs for 
several years even though 
immediately producible 
supplies have been allowed 
to reach dangerously 
low levels. Coal reserves 
far exceed petroleum and 
natural gas reserves, 
and coal producers are 
pressing toward a shift 
to more coal] use. The 
National Coal Association 
estimates that coal will 
have to provide more 
than one third of the 
energy used in the United 
States in 1985. 

Coal burning, however, 
pollutes the air unless 
costly sulfur and particle 
control devices are in- 
stalled. Recent amend- 
ments proposed to the 
Clean Air Act of 1970 
by the Nixon adminis- 
- tration would permit 
some greater use of coal 
at a cost of higher air 
pollution. : 

Suggestions for in- 
creasing use of coal and 
especially high sulfur 
coal include taller smoke- 
stacks so pollutants 
will not concentrate at 
a high level in one place 
put be spread at lower 
levels over a wider area; 
permission to burn high 
sulfur coal on_ windy 
days when pollutants 
can be dispersed; and 
requirements to use only 
low sulfur coal on days 
when atmospheric inver- 
sions and their accom- 
panying pollution build- 
up are likely. Environ- 
mentalists and Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
officials both have turned 
thumbs down on these 
suggestions. Court deci- 
sions have gone against 
deterioration of air quality 
even where the present 
air quality is far better 
than the minimum quality 
specified in the Clean 
Air Act. 

Many environmentalists 
think those promoting

greater use of coal are 
more interested in finan- 
cial profits than in protec- 
tion of clean air. They have 
promised to fight the 
sacrifice of ‘‘public health 
and environmental quality 
on the altar of the energy 
crisis or for excess corpo 
rate profits.” The National 
Clean Air Coalition con- 
sists of the National 
Wildlife Federation, 
the Izaac Walton League 
of America, the Sierra 
Club, the National 
Audubon Society, the 
Wilderness Society, and 
the American Forestry 
Association. These are 
the nation’s six largest 
environmental groups 
with a combined member- 
ship of more than four 
million. 

The Congress will 
have to weigh energy 
supply, continuation of 
economic activity with 
its all important aspect 
of jobs, and the necessity 
of reasonably clean air 
and water. These matters 
are now under consider- 
ation. 

What about energy 
supply for the long term? 
The Ford Foundation’s 
Energy Policy Project 
sees five objectives: 
1) assuring reliability 
of supply, and at the 
2) lowest cost to society; 
3) avoiding economi¢ 
and regional inequities; 
4) maximizing environ- 
mental quality, and 
5) minimizing interna- 
tional problems. They 
estimate that growth of 
energy consumption in 
the United States can be 
cut in half (to about 
1.7% per year) without 
significant changes in 
Wfestyles or the standard 
of living. This will require 
diligent application of 
existing technology to 
get the most useable 
energy from our -supplies. 

No one in this country 
can afford to continue 
the wasteful ways of 
the past of using energy. 
Consider the energy 
consumption per ton- 
mile of freight: 750 BTU 
by rail, 1,850 BTU by 
pipeline, 2,400 BTU 
by truck, 63,000 BTU 
by air. In an energy- 
short situation, which 
transport makes the most 
sense? The development 
and use of smaller, fuel- 
efficient vehicles is prob-

Refurbished chambers 
steal legislative spotlight 


By RAND T. THOMAS 


SPRINGFIELD — Mlinois 
lawmakers have returned to 
Springfield, but rather than 
legislative business, the focus 
of attention up to now has 
been on the newly remodeled 
House chamber. 

It is undeniably the House 
that Speaker W. Robert Blair, 
R-Park Forest, built with a 
little help from his legislative 
friends. It took about nine 
months to complete the proj- 
ect at @ total cast to the tax- 
payers of $932,261. And no op- 
portunity for plushness, con- 
venience or comfort was 


spared. 
While the state's 177 elected 
ntatives were meeting 
in the aged Centennial Build- 
ing auditorium last summer 
and fall, contractors were 
busy gutting the 120-year-old 
Statehouse chamber right 
down to its crumbling con- 
crete support system. 

And now, except for some 
minor complications with the 
new electronic voting ma- 
chine, the House that Speaker 
Blair built is complete and 
ready for occupancy. 

Highlights of the renovation 
include: 

— Plush and extremely 
comfortable new leather 
chairs for each member 
which cost $348.70 apiece; 

— Hand-held microphones 
and princess style telephones 
with lighted dials built into 
each member’s desk;
